T may be proper to inform the Reader, that at the Deſite 
of eight Gentlemen of the County of Surrey, a Meeting 
was appointed by the Sheriff, to conlider of an Addreſs to 
his Majeſty on the Peace. This Meeting was fixed, by 
public Advertiſement, for the 7th of Fuly, 1763, at Epſom, 
which was thought the more extraordinary, becauſe the 
Body of the County were to meet at the Aſiaes, ſo ſoon 
afterwards as the 27th. As no good Reaſon could be given 
for the Meeting at Epſom, it was believed that the Gentle- 
men who deſired it, were afraid of truſting the Propoſition 
for an Addreſs to the natural and uſual Channel, the A/ize- 
Meeting ; and therefore, though an Addreſs on the Peace, 
from any Place, would have been diſliked by many, the 
Manner in which his was intended to be brought on, made 
it the more objectionable. 


The County of Surrey has ever been diſtinguiſhed by it's 
Attachment to the preſent Royal Family. That Attach- 
ment was manifeſted in the ſtrongeſt Manner in the Year 
1745; a Seaſon, when many Gentlemen, now holding 

conſiderable Poſts in the Adminiſtration, were ſo far from 
giving any Proof of their Love of Liberty, and our preſent 
happy n that they were, with too much em 
mon Induſtry which has lately how nt 0 procure Ad- 
dreſſes from every Part of the Kingdom, on ſo flale a Sub- 
ject as the Peace, has induced many to imagine, that they 
have been ſet on foot to ſerve miniſterial Purpoſes only, and 
to ſupport an Adminiſtration which has found Means, by 
a Creation of new and unneceſſary Places,* by conferring

Titles, x Penſions, and Reverſſons, in a Degree unknown to 
former Times, to continue in Power, notwithſtanding the 
Inability they have diſcovered in Buſineſs, and their purſuing 
the moſt odious and unpopular Meaſures that could poſſibly 
be adopted. This Apprehenſion, and the firmeſt Belief 
that the Peace was znadequate to our Situation, compared 
with that of our Enemies, as well as to our Succeſſes in the 
War, induced many Gentlemen to attend the Meeting at 
Epſom. Their public Spirit had the deſired Effect; they 
prevented, at that Time, the Opinion of a few from paſſing 
as the Senſe of the County; and from the Spirit then ſhewn, 
it is believed the Motion for an Addreſs on the Peace will 
not be carried at any future Meeting.
